It is to be remembered that a 
concrete roadway costs several times 
as much as when other m aterials are 
used in hard-surface construction. So 
the public 
roads statistician figured 
out the life of a roadway built of less 
expensive m aterials would be of suffi­ 
cient length to warrant use of the 
cheaper material where the volume of 
travel was low.
